"Nothing remains for me to do but

Lacombe after hearing.Baglin's admis- 
sion. "You had no right to stand idly 
by while men were plotting the re- 
moval of hooks wanted in a grand 
jury investigation. 
An officer or an 


employe cannot so act with impunity." 


Baglin was visibly affected by the 


sentence of the court.

Citizenship 


I take up the third object of college training—training for citi- 


zenship. The college man, as I have said, ought to be the man of su- 
perior-qualifications for citizenship? I name first without hesita- 
tion, because always important, but now necessary, the willingness 
to subordinate private interest to the public good. 
Why should I 


speak of anything which has become a necessity as a superior quali- 


fication? Because it is so rare. 


For generations the people of this country have been so rooted 


and grouu'led in individualism that almost instinctively, a man.'s first 
thought of himself in relation to the state, is as an individual, and 
then if at all, as a citizen. 


In consequence as the opportunity has presented itself in so many 


tempting forms, men have not hesitated-, some thoughtlessly, Others 
by all inventions and devices, to plunder the state, or the people 
through the state. We have becom'e famijlar Wltb the proceus^-the 


Inflated tariff, the improper franchise, the specl&l and often corrupt 
legislation, anything to convert public utilities into private gain. It 
is often charged by the supporters of a given monopoly that. any. at- 
tack upon the system tends to suppress private enterprise. • N'o sane 
man lias any contention with private enterprise except as it makes 
its gains at the public expense. 
It is the utter indifferenct} of so 


many persons of power to the responsibility of citizenship .which" is- 
awakening the surprise and fear of careful observers at" home and 
abroad.

The Huge Steel Beak Is Capable of In- 


flicting Terrible Injvry: 


A modcnf mm is nothing more thnn 


a huge steel beak, or sput, which is 
fltted to the prow of the battleship for 
the purpose of destroying an enemy's 
shin in time uf war by the force'ol 
collision. Indeed, should u vessel suc- 
ceed in driving her ram) against an- 
other .warship the blow. If delivered 
at full speed, would be 'sufficient to 
crush in the ship's side and sink hci 
Immediately. 


A battleship's r.im weighs about for- 


ty tons and Is cast all'In one piece. 
It is of solid steel and capable of strik- 
ing a tremendous blow. 
Shell proof 


a man-of-war may be made, but rhn 
skill of the navnl architect is unequal 
to the task of designing a ship that 
can resist the ram. 
-Great care must be exercised In flx 
Ing such a heavy piece of steel. _The 
method generally adopted is as fol- 
lows: The ram is suspended from a 
Etrong derrick, the bottom 
end of 


T.'hich Is nttached to the extreme end 
of- the vessel's keel plntes. 
The gap 


between the ram and the uncompleted 
part, or hull, Is walled tight compart- 
ments. The weapon is so fixed that it 
strikes just below the armored -belt, 
where resistance Is -weakest, while il 
Is so shnped Hint the ramming-vessel 
can by reversing: her engines easily 
disentangle herself from the ship she 
has struck.—Philadelphia Record. •••

poles are placed other pole.s or slicks 
of shorter length, forming a thick and 
compact wall. 
At each of tbe four 


corners of the building posts are se?:. 
reaching to a height of about eighl 
feet. 
Koughly hewn stringers are laid 


from one post to another, and to these 
stringers are tied other poles that form 
tbe framework of the 
walis. 
Th* 


strong fiber from the iruigucy plant or 
strips of buckskin are used to tie tbe 
poles Into position. 
The rafters are 


tied to the ridgepole and the stringers 
in the same manner.

through which the smoke of the inside 
fire may iiscrud. Stoves are unknown 
among these .Mexicans, and [he cook- 
ing is all done upon the ground.—Kan- 
say City Si ar.
